Is Easy Vietim of Forged 
Check for Securities 
Held as Collateral.

Young Man Who Presents Cheek 
for Amount Is Accommodat- 
‘ed and Serenely Saunters 
| Away, Unknown, 


New York, Sept. 28.—[Special,]—The Na- 
tional City bank, popularly known ae the 
Standard Oil bank, and the largest in the: 
United States, has been robbed of securities 
valued in the present market at $359,080. 
The robbery occurred some time Wednesday, 


but was not discovered until this morning. -| 


The securities stolen had been put up as 
coMateral for a $300,000 loan. The bank turned 
over the securities to a man who presented. 
on Wednesday, a.check for the amount of 
the loan, together with the interest at 4hy 
per cent. The check waa drawn on the Han- 
over National bank, 

The bank did not learn it had been robbed 
until this check came back asa forgery this 
morning. It sent word to all the transfer 
offices to hold up any one appearing with the 
securities and notified its detectives. Unless 
the securities turn up the bank will have to 
make good the amount. 


Tries to Keep Bank’s Name Secret. 

The bank made the most earnest efforts to 
keep {ts name from becoming public. Every 
one whom it had to let into the secret of the 
robbery was placed under the strictest in- 
junction against giving out the name of the 
institution or allowing anything to escape 
which would point to 1 asthe one that had 
been victimized. 

The missing pecurities were deposited at the 
bank by the firm of Pearl & Co., stock bro- 
kers, with offices at 27 William street. Dwyer 
Pearl and B. F. Slayback, members of the 
firm, have been members of the stock ex- 
change since-1881. The firm wanted to bor- 
row $300,000 on Tuesday. Its regular bank 
is the Bank of New York, but to get the Onn 
they did not go to this bank. 

In order to get the loan of $300,000 Pearl 
& Co. put up the following securities, which | 
are those that are missing:

Young Man Appears with Check. 

Wednesday afternoon, according to the 
information obtainable, a young man turned 
up at the National City bank and presented 
a check for $300,037.50. That was th®@ amount 
of Pearl & Co.'s loan, plus the interest at the 
bank's rate of 4% per cent. The check was 
signed with Pearl & Co.’s naméand drawn on 
the Hanover National bank, whose apparent 
certification it bore. 

The young man said he wanted to take up 
Pearl & Co.'s loan. Apparently there was 
nothing about him to attract the attention 
of the clerks. 

It is the custom of many hieie brokerage 
houses to send mere messenger boys with 
certified checks on similar errands. As a 
general thing, however, all of these messen- 
ger boys are known quite well. » 


Youth Easily Gets Securities, 

The person in this case who came to take 
up the loan, got the securities without the 
slightest trouble and walked out with them 
without having to make the slightest ex- 
planation. 

Pearl & Co. did not come to take up the 
loan themselves. Consequently, the bank 
had no means of finding out it had been 
robbed until the check reached the bank that 
it was drawn upon. The check, under such 
circumstances, goes to the clearing house 
after the close of business, and reaches the 
drawee the following morning. In this case 
it appears to have been well on in the fore- 
noon before word reached the National City 
bank that the check was no good. 

The Hanover bank reported that Pearl & 
Co. had no account with it, and that the cer- 
tification was a forgery. The check form 
was that of the Hanover bank, showing that 
whoever had conceived the robbery, had a 
blank check form, the only genuine thing 
about the check. When Pearl & Co. in turn 
were called up, they sald at once they had 
drawn no such check, and hadn’t taken up 
the loan at all, 


“Something Doing”’ at Once. 
There were things doing when this informa- 


tion was put together and laid before the- 


officials of the National City bank. A mes- 
senger was sent out on the run to stop any 
transfer of the securities at the various 
transfer offices. The first people notified 
were the Wabash and the Missouri, Kansas, 
and Texas transfer officers, in the Western 
tinion building. By this time it was a little 
before noon. 

In the meantime Pearl & Co. had also sent 
out a similar notice. A detective agency was 
called up and the facts given them, with 
instructions to get busy at once. Bank de- 
tective experts were turned out on the job. 
All day long it Was hoped the securities would 
turn up somewhere. 

Mr. Slayback said: “The check bore an 
excellent imitation of the regular signature 
of our firm, which the cashier signs In the 
regular firm transactions. The person who 
secured these securities knew enough to maxe 
out his check at the bank rate of interest and 
not ours. That would seem to indicate where 
suspicion should He. If he had beena man in 
our office he would have made his check out 
for a lesser amount, 


Work of Shrewd Gang. 

“TY am satisfied this case was the work of 
a shrewd gang of swindlers who are operat- 
ing in the financial district. They are sup- 
plied with blank checks. ard sample signa- 
tures. It is no one man’s work. 

‘The bank is responsible to our firm for the 
collateral. The bank will be able to meet the 
loss out of its resources. I cannot see how 
there can be a loss, as the securities are 
not negotiable.” 

Bankers believe the certificates, if disposed 
of at all, must have been disposed of some 
time on Wednesday or early this morning. 

The mere stopping of transfer would not 
prevent holders from negotiating them with 


innocent persons. 
Today's loss of this nature is the largest on 


record.

Miss Anthes> Riafenles Te 
ident’s Suffrage Essay. 


‘HASH, HASH, HASH,’ SHE SAYS 


Can’t Hang Reply on -Autocratic Gen- 
eralities, Declares Leader. 


Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 28.—[Special. ]—Miss 
Susan B. Anthony today, in speaking of Gro- 
ver Cleveland’s article on the suffrage ques- 


+ tion, which appeared a few days ago in a 


woman's magazine, said: 

**He isn’t worth bothering about. I have 
been invited by various newspapers to make 
a reply to that article of Mr. Cleveland’s, but 
what is there to say in reply to it? 

“Tf he had said one new thing, given us 
one new idea or suggestion, there might have 
been a chance for argument. But no; just 
hash, hash, hash on the old, old lines. 

“* We are not fitted for it.’ ‘It would de- 
stroy woman in her home life.’ ‘It would 
add further corruption to our politics,’ et¢., 
etc,, to the end of the chapter. 

“What possible reply can be made to such 
assertions, based on not a shadow of experi- 
enced fact? 

’Tis an Autocratic View. 

“When Mr. Cleveland’s former article ap- 
peared it was ably answered by Mrs. Harper. 
She did not leave him a leg to stand on, but 
what good didit do? The men are in power 
and are not ready to let it go. 

“Mr. Cleveland's article reflects the point 
of view of the man—an autocrat, we are 
told, in his family life. -Iif the wife of such 
@ man has an opinion she would far better 
keep it to herself; it would meet with no 
cousideration. 

“There is really nothing in this -latest 
Cleveland effusion but a fugitive lot of gen- 
éralizations, couched in the big words of 
which he is so fond.’’ 

Miss Anthony took up the paragraph sub- 
headed “ False Doctrines Taught by Cer- 
tain Women,”’ and Gemanded: ‘‘ What are 
these false doctrines of which he speaks and 
so carefully avoids describing? And: who 
are the women Who teach them? If there 
were only something tangible here that we 
might get at and reply.” 


Clubs Peril Men’s Rights. 

“TJ don’t know whether political suffrage is 
is an inherent right or merely a privilege; if 
it is an inherent right, then we inherited it 
as well as man; if it is a privilege, it is one 
gained and insured alone by force of might.”’ 

Concerning Mr, Cleveland's remarks on the 
dangerous, undermining effect of women’s 
clubs upon the womanhood of the country, 
Miss Anthony said: 

“ Of course they are dangerous; those clubs 
represent the strength of the suffrage cause 
throughout the’ country. There are thirty 
or more of those clubs, formed for various 
ends in every city of size in the country, what 
they have accomplished is, among other 
things, coeducation, and there are more girls 
than boys graduated from the Rochester 
High school each year—and they help to care 
for outcast girls. Shall we leave that for 
the men to do? Do you think they would do 
it? And provide schools and homes for them, 
ef their own free will and accord?’ 


Quoted Few Random Figures. 

In regard to the statistics quoted by Mr. 
Cieveland, purporting to establish the fact 
that in states where the women are allowed 
to vote for school cOmMmmittees comparatively 
few of them take advantage of the privilege, 
Miss Anthony complained that he had given 
only a few random figures. 

“Tf he had taken the vote for three or four 
successive years those figures would be 
easily explainable,” said Migs Anthony, and 
then went on to prove her point by saying 


that few women, as well as comparatively 
| few men, took the trouble to vote on ques- 
tions of no oo rit - et 


city—~and sald that when so many women reg- 


istered and voted in 1895, it was at an impor- 


tant municipal campaign, where there was 
an object in voting. On the occasion of a 
mayoralty election, contended Miss Anthony, 
the women voted, but on the years where 
only committeemen or minor officials were to 


be elected they did not bother to go to the 
polls, 


All Froth; No Substance. 

Miss Anthony also commented upon the: 
fact that when two corrupt patties controlled 
the nominations at the primaries there was 
small inducement to go to the polls for the 
gake of choosing between two evils. 

With regard to Mr. Cleveland’s charges 
that suffrage has not made a creditable 
showing in Colorado and other states where 
it has been tried, Miss Anthony replied by 
citing valuable laws passed by the legis- 
lature of that state at the instigation of the 
women members, and she quoted many 
prominent men who haye made statements 
in favor of suffrage. 


‘There is so much of froth and so little | 


of substance in -that article,” said Miss 
Anthony in conclusion, “ that there is prac- 
tically nothing I can say. Every contention 
put forward there has been overwhelmingly 
replied to time and again.” 


More Ridicule from Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—In 
an address before the Wisconsin Woman’s 
suffrage convention tonight Mrs. Belva 
Lockwood of Washington, D. C., took issue 
with Grover Cleveland. 

“JT understand that Grover Cleveland has 
written against women voting and incident- 
ally against clubwomen,”’ she said. “ Now, 
if Grover should. throw his massive body 
against the wheels of progress they would 
undoubtedly stop, but the fishing season is 
not over yet and the affairs of the Equitable 
are not yet settled.”

Pacific prior lien 48 to the amount of $1,500,- 
000, and Chicago, Cleveland Cincinnati and 
St. Louis bonds to the extent of $2,000,000. 
On Feb. 16 the Chicago, Burlington and 


bonds were returned by the New York Life 
to Morgan & Co. at the same price at which 
they had been bought. The three Cs securi- 
ties were held until April, when they were 
returned. Mr. Hughes’ asked Mr. Perkins 
whether he could explain this transaction. 

Mr. Perkins stated that he was authorized 
on Sept. 8, 1902, by the finance committee of 
the New York Life to buy $5,000,000 of the 
St. Louis Terminal 4 per cent bonds @t 102 
less 1 per cent. Mr. Perkins said he bar- 
gained for the bonds and finally bought 
$4,000,000 of them at par. The understand- 
irg was, he said, that the bonds were to be 
delivered to the New York Life on or before 
the end of the year, but unexpected delays 
came in connection with legal matters and 
the delivery was not made until after the 
close of tne year. 


On a 4 Per Cent Basis. 

The New York Life, however, Mr. Perkins 
said, insisted in view of the agreement which 
had been made to have the bonds delivered 
before the end of the year, upon its money 
being invested on a 4 per cent basis, and 
for this purpose took from J. P. Morgan & 
Co., with whom the agreement for delivery 
had been made, the securities mentioned 
above in lieu of the St. Louis Terminal bonds.

Winthrop and other Equitable witnesses to- 
day threw more light on the mysterious 
George H. Squire account.. It developed that 
George H. Squire wasa trustee of the account 
supposed to have been carried as a sort of 
an annex to the notorious $66v,000 loan ac- 
count in the Mercantile Trust company. At 
one time he borrowed, as trustee, $250,000 
from the Equitable Trust company for use 
in syndicate operations, the only security put 
up being the receipts for the syndicate par- 
ticipation and small sums which were re- 
ceived as dividends: on the syndicate partici- 
pation. 

This George H. Squire trustee, account 
was pretty well cleared up today so far as the 
actual book records of [t are concerned, but 
not much light was thrown upon the uses 
th which the moneys of the account were put. 


Light on Eqypitable Pensions. 

Interesting facts in regard to the agreement 
which the Equitable entered into to pay Mrs. 
Henry B. Hyde, widow of the founder of the 
society, $25,000 a year as a pension aftcr Mr. 
Hyde's death, and also about the pension of 
$18,000 a year which Mrs. James W. Alex- 
ander was to getdjn the event of her hus- 
band’s death, were brought to light. It was 
shown that these agreements were entered 
into as far back as 1888, and that at the same 
time arrangements were made for the pen- 
sions Henry B. Hyde had his salary increased 
from $50,000 to $75,000. The increase in the 
president's salary and the provision for an 
annuity to his widow were made, according to 
a special mintte of the finance committee, 
in lieu of commfssions which Mr. Hyde was 
entitled to receive on premiums and _ the 
surplus. 

What the nature of the society’s obligation 
was to pay Mr. Hyde a commission on pre- 
miums and surplus was not disclosed, but it is 
known that fhis matter will. receive most 
searching attention from the committee. 

James H. Hyde, in a statement issued by 
him when the Equitable controversy was at 
its height, denied emphatically his father 
ever had received any money from the society 
for this sort of thing. It would appear also 
from the minutes of the finance committee 
meeting that James. W: Alexander also was 
in a position to collect commissions on the 
society's surplus. The minutes say that the 
agreement between the society and the elder 
Hyde.for commissions was signed ‘many 
years ago,’ the minute itself dating back to 
1888, and if enforced would give the Alder 
Hyde a mych larger compensation thar he 
ever had received or asked for. Therefore, 
for his surrender of this compensation, he 
was voted an increase of $25,000 a year in his 
sdlary, dated back to 1886, and his wife was 
yoted a pension of $25,000 a year after nis 
death. By the same résolution James W. 
Alexander's wife was to have a pension of 
$18,000 a year after his death. 


State Commissioners Indignant. 


Breton Woods, N. H., Sept. 28.—The na- 
tional convention of state insurance com- 
missioners adopted strong resolutions at its 
closing session tonight dealing with the re- 
ported irregularities in the affairs of sev- 
eral large life insurance companies. Com- 
missioners Vandiver of Missouri and McGib- 
ney of Louisiana had recommended that 
strong action be taken as the result of recent 
developments in New York. A-special com- 
mittee of five was appointed to consider the 
subject, spending the day in drafting the 
report. The resolutions which the commit- 
tee laid before the convention were adopted 
after a discussion. They were as follows: 

* Life insurance companies, generally, as 
well as those now under investigation, are 
conceded to be in sound financial condition, 
and the committee would particularly im- 
press upon policyholders the fact that, not- 
withstanding the evils and the reprehensi- 
ble conduct hereinafter referred to, the salv- 
ency of the companies has not been ques- 
tioned. 

* Recent official investigations of certain 
life ingurance companies have disclosed 
transactions and practices in their manage- 
mént startling and surprising because of 
such a reprehensible, if not criminal, char- 
acter, and they are of such character as to 
eall for some expression by the conven- 


tion. 
Drasiiec Laws Demanded. 


** This committee recommends the adoption 
of a resolution to the effect that it is the sense 
of this convention that the reprehensible 
transactions and practices indulged in by life 
ingurance companies herein referred to 
should, and do, receive the severe condemna- 
tion of this convention, and that the mem- 
bers of the convention will, to the extent of 
their power and jurisdiction, aid in the pro- 
motion of laws and department regulations 
that will tend to prevent and punish extrava- 
gance and mismanagement in the operation 
of life insurance companies. ’ 

‘' The, committee recommends that a spe- 
clal committee be directed to make an in- 
vestigation and report to the next conven- 
tion its conclusions and also to make a for- 
mal report designed to provide fof an annual 
accounting of dividends by the companies.’ 

Mr. Vandiver thought that the resolutions 
were not strong enough and he proposed a 
substitute which severely criticised the offi- 
cers of several companies, It was lost, how- 
ever, by a vote of 27 to 3. The resolutions 
proposed by the committee were then adopted 
by a unanimous vote.

Attorney General Stead came to Chicago 
yesterday to investigate the Western Life 
Indemnity company. He had a long talk with 
Attorney W. D. Hawk, who represents some 
of thé complaining policy holders. Mr. Hawk 
wanted him to institute quo warranto pro- 
ceedings with a view of -ceictennaes up the com- 
pany. . 

After going into the matter as thoroughly 
as he could without utilizing information 
gathered by the policy holders’ committee, 
represented by Hervey B. Hicks, Mr. Stead 
said he would not interfere until Judge Kohil- 
saat decided the questions involved in the 
bill for an injunction before him. 

Mr. Hicks did not give the attorney gen- 
eral the information that he is understood 
to possess, and Mr. Stead did not ask for it. 
The opinion is gaining ground that different 
‘committees and persons interested in an in- 
vestigation of the company are pulling in 
different directions and are anything but har- 
monious. 

It was a day for making “ official state- 
| ments.’’ EB, I. Rosenfeld, general manager of 
the insurance company, made the first one. 
It consisted of nine typewritten pages and 
had a lot to say about “‘ reckless and indefi- 
nite statements made in the publie press.”’ 


Attorney General Stead’s Stand. 

Attorney General Stead meanwhile was 
preparing an official statement at the Grand 
Pacific hotel. He didn't have any type- 
writer, so he wrote it out with a lead pencil 
on hotel stationery of a robin's egg blue tint. 
This is what he said: 

“TI have not investigated the affairs of 
the. Western Life Indemnity company for 
the reason that the matter has been pending 
in the United States Circuit court, in Chicago, 
upon a bill filed Sept. 19, by certain of the 
policy holders Of the company. 

“If the United States court holds juris- 
diction ayd grants the relief prayed for there 
will be no occasion for the attorney general 
to make any investigation. 

“ A hearing is set before Judge Kohlisaat 
for next Monday morning at 10 o'clock. I 
shall be present at this hearing. Should the 
court hold that it is without jurisdiction or 
indicate that the attorney general should 
intervene in the case I will proceed at once 
to examine into the affairs of the company 
and take such action, if any action is re- 
quired, as seems to be my duty under the 
law.”’ . 
Says Company Is Solvent. 

Mr. Rosenfeld’s statement says that the 
Western Indemnity company is solvent and 
he adds that the report of the state insur- 
ance examiner bears out the assertion. He 
also maintains that all death claims are paid 
when due. Regarding the claim of Attorney 
Hawk, he states: 

“ Hawk’s policy, demanding immediate 
payment from the company of $4,000, shows 
no obligation issued by a predecessor of the 
Life Insurance Company of Pennsylvania and 
was not one of the risks assumed by the 
Western Indemnity when it took over the 
risks of the Pennsylvania company. There 
was issued to Hawk's clients a policy of the 
Pentisylvania company and undér which 
there is due $900, a draft for which has been 
delivered to them. 

“ The company has been threatened with 
legal proceedings by an attorney named 
Hagan, on behalf of one Norris, on a policy 
of $5,000, The company has stated to Hagan, 
and now repeats, that this policy is not due 
and. will not be due until Oct. 7, that on Oct. 7 
it will pay the full face value of*the policy. 

“It Was never proposed by the officers 
of this company to remove the assets of the 
company, its books and papers, from IIli- 
nois, or even from Chicago. 

“ The gharge that assets have disappeared 
in large amounts since the last statement 
of the company’s financial condition, pub- 
lished Jan. 1, is apparently based upon the 
decrease in the reserve fund from Jan. 1 up 
to the present time. This decrease is due to 
an unusual increase in death claims and extra 
expenditures for the procurement of new 
business, which new business is now profit- 
ing the company to the extent of a net 
amount of $15,000 a month.”’ 


Admits Buying Old Contract. 

Mr. Rosenfeld admits purchasing the con- 
tract of form ° General Manager W. H. 
Gray—a contract that has been in existence 
since 1884, and provided for certain commis- 
sions to be paid the general manager—but 
does not say what he paid for it. 

He denies that the Western Indemnity ever 
has scaled any policies or absorbed a great 
number of smaller companies, and maintains 
that the only company the Western Indem- 
nity ever abeorbed was the Life Insurance 
company of Pennsylvania; a part of whose 
riskes it took over last February. 

He concludes as follows: 

“ The possibility, however remote, of secur- 
ing the appointment of a receiver and creat- 
ing a carion upon which these human vyul- 
tures may prey is a temptation they cannot 
withstand,” 

Mr. Hick’s statement is a recital of all the 
evidence that he has secured tending to show 
mismanage:..ent and abuse of the policy 
holders’ interests. 


SKULL FRACTURED WITH AX. 


Joseph Kran Probably Fatally Injured 
by William Keuppel Because of 
Alleged False Report. 


When he heard a report that his son had 
deserted the carpenters’ union during its 
trouble a year ago, and that a friend, Joseph 
Kran, had made the accusation, William 
Keuppel sought Kran last evening, and when 
he found him he struck him with an ax, 
fracturing his skull. Kran, it is said.. will 
die. Both the father and son, August Keup- 
pel, were arrested, charged with attempting 
to commit murder. Kran lives at Oakley 
avenue and West Thirteenth street. He was 
taken to the county hospital. 

Kran was at work on the third floor of a 
new building at Turner avenue and West 
Twenty-fifth street when Keuppel found him. 
Scores of pedestrians saw the men clinging 
to beams and hurling bolts and other missiles 
at each other. 

Kran fell from the third to the second floor 
when he was struck with the ax, and he was 
unconscious when the police arrived. 


FARMER CRUSHEDUNDER WAGON 


Peter Pottelreiter, Who Had Been Wiih- 
out Sleep Nursing His Wife, 
Found Dead Near Lemont. 


The body of Peter Pottelreiter, a farmer 
residing near Lemont, was found yesterday 
morning lying beside his overturned wagon, 
three miles north of Lemont, on the Downers 
Grove road. His skull was crushed. His 
horse, its harness broken, was found grazing 
some distance away. A coroner’s jury rejec*- 
ed the theory of murder and returned a ver- 
dict that Pottelreiter had fallen from the 
wagon while asleep and suffered the injuries 
that caused his death. 

Members of the family testified that he had 
gone without sleep for two days, while at- 
tending his wife during ilIness. A child was 
born to the couple, three days ago. Pottel- 
reiter was 32 years old.

. “ The only thing that makes manufactured 
products of any value ts labor, and without 
a high protective tariff wages would be next 
to nothing, as they are in Burope: Now in 
France the working people never get any 
meat and only the rich eat butter. Butter 
costs 60 cents a pound.’’ 

Mr. Schwab said that the three things that 
were attracting the most attention in this 
country were life insurance, railroad rates, 
and, in Chicago, municipal ownership, but he 
would not say a word about any of them. 

“Nobody understands municipal owner- 
ship thoroughly in this country,” said he. 

With Mr. Schwab were his wife, Miss Ger- 
trude Schwab, Dr. M. R. Ward, Mr. and Mrs. 
John McKane, and Mrs. Nash. While Mr. 
Schwab has the most money, Mr. McKane ts 
the most imposing. He is tall, military look- 
ing, and carried a walking stick with a 
fancy ivory handle.

New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.]—The dele- 
gatgs of the diocesan convention of the 
Episcopal church were treated this afternoon 
to a sensation which tickled that taste for 
the melodramatic that. lies at the bottom of 
most men’s souls. The incident gained nota 
little of its dramatic quality by the fact, de- 
pending on mere chance, that J. Pierpont 
Morgan had left the hall only a few minutes 
previously. 

It was near the end of the day's session. 
Bishop Potter himself was presiding. Sud- 
denly a middie aged man-of unmistakable 
clerical type was seen to rise and ask for the 
floor. He said he was the Rey. John Marshall 
Chew of the Church of the Good Shepherd at 
Newburg, N. ¥. He explainedthat he desired 
to offer a timely resolution for adoption by 
the convention, and without a preamble he 
began to read it, ) 


Carefully. Listen to Resolutions. 

As the purport of the document dawned 
upon members of the convention, every 
sound died away. Thisis what he read: 

: Members of this convention aregware 
of the many difficulties and temptations which sur- 
round the business man’s career, and are sym- 
pathetically mindful of the aposties’ affectionate 
and solemn warning against the haste to be rich, 
which often leads men into the snare and drowns 
their souls in perdition; 

Resolved, That this convention cannot afford to 
pass unnoticed the revelations being made daily 
in the newspapers, beneath its eyes, the tamper- 
ing with trust funds by men in high positions of 
privilege and confidence in the business world, 
constituting the™most discouraging evidence of 
moral laxity and bad example among those from 
whom the church and nation havea right to expect 
better things; j 

Resotvei, That this convention proclaim anew 
that word of God which says: “It is required 
of the steward that he be found faithful,’’ 

Resolved, That no talent for high finance, no use- 
ful service in the community, no benefaction to the 
church or to objects of philanthropy can excuse 
or atone for dereliction of trust, contempt for the 
rights of otNMers, or disregard of the rules of com- 
mon honesty; 

Resolved, That as ecommerce languishes to a de- 
gree and dies in the extent that men cannot trust 
one another, this convention commends to the 
members of thia church and their associates to 
exercise that exact and scrupulous fidelity to bust- 
nese which not only is the foundation of prosperity 
in. every community, but also the requirement for 
the favor or benediction of the.almighty God. 


Bishop Potter Disapproves. 

As the reading continued a frown settled 
upon Bishop Potter’s face. Many delegates, 
both laymen. and.clerics, were seen, on the 
other hand, to nod approvingly to each other. 
But nobody uttered a sound. For more 
than a minute after the reader had stoppe¥ 
the whole assembly seemed Stricken In a 
sudden and complete paralysis.

Mrs. Amos was a native of Baltimore, where 
members of her family, prominent in social 
and business affairs, still reside. Her 12 year 
old niece, Marquerite Amos, who is named as 
principal legatee in the first will, now resides 
there and is represented in the contest by her 
uncle, Richard B. Clark, and Attorney George 
P. Merrick of this city. 

After her marriage ten years ago to John 
E. Amos. also a resident of Baltimore, the 
couple came to Chicago. The husband is an 
attorney, although he has practiced but little 
in loca] courts. 

In the earlier will several small legacies 
were made, an annuity of $100 a month was 
provided for her husband, and the property 
was bequeathed to her niece. This will was 
filed for probate two months after the death 
of Mrs. Amos. . 

Husband Files Second Will. 

The later will was filed for probate last 
week by the woman’s husband. It is wit- 
nessed by Attorney John C. Wilson and 
Leroy Lazaer, It: bequeaths $2,000 to the 
child Marguerite, makes bequests to friends 
and relatives of Mrs. Amos, and gives the 
rest of her estate to her husband, who is 
appointed executor without bond.

HURLS WATER 2,000 FEBY. 


SUNKEN SUEZ DYNAMITE SHIP IS5 
EXPLODED. 


Debris from Chatham, Lying on Bed 
of Canal and Having Oargo of 
Thousands of Tons of Explosive, Is 
Hurled Upward to Such Height 
That 35 Seconds Elapse Before 
Ascent Stops—G00 Feet of Shore Is 
Destroyed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

PORT SAID, Sept. 28.—The wreck of the 
British steamer Chatham, with its cargo of 
ninety tons of dynamite and blasting gela- 
tin, was blown up this morning by mines 
distributed around and inside the hull. These 
were fired by an electric current from Base- 
lech, about five miles away. 

Within a second of the pressing of the but- 
ton at the firing point, which was three miles 
distant from the Chatham, a column of water 
rose 800 feet high. Eight seconds later it 
had risen to a height of 1,.400feet. Four sec- 
onds more it was nearly 2,000 feet high. Then 
the wreckage rose, immense fragments of 
iron soaring aloft hundreds of feet. 

The total duration of the ascent was thirty- 
five seconds. The whole body of water in 
the canal, for a distance of about 200 linear 
yards, apparently was lifted and thrown over 
a mile of country, depositing thousands of 
dead fish. 

The vegetation of that section was de- 
stroyed. Much of the wreckage fell on the 
railway. Subsequent investigation showed 
that 600 feet of the east bank of the canal was 
destroyed. The west bank was not injured. 
Telegraph and telephone lines were leveled, 

A greater part ef the steamer vanished, but 
a part of thesternremains. It may poesibly 
be necemsary'to blow this ip.

ZEMSTVOS ON LAND 


Congress at Moscow Discusses Program 
with Reference to Needs of 
Peasants. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 28.—The congress of 
gemstvos and municipalities today discussed 
its economic program with special reference 
to the peasants’ need of more land. The 
committee on organization submitted the 
draft of a proposed appeal to the people in 
which was advanced the right of the state 
to expropriate the land of private owners 
and divide it among peasants who were 
without land. 


Nobility for Reforms. 

ST, PETERSBURG, Sept. 28,—The nobility 

of St. Petersburg at a especial meeting hae 
adopted eight resolutions, without dissen- 
sion, all of a liberal reform character. The 
most important follow: 
' That the legislative, judicial, and execu-. 
tive branches should be separated from 
each other and that equal justice be ren- 
dered to everybody. 

That the various ministers work in co- 
operation and that the ministers be held re- 
sponsible for their acts. 


That measures be taken to overcome the 


{illiteracy of the masses and that freedom 
to establish schools be granted to everybody. 


SIGN FRANCO-GERMAN ACCORD. 
Moroccan Negotiations Concluded—Po- 
lice Regulations on Frontier Left to 
Sultan and European Republic. 


PARIS, Sept. 28.—Premier Rouvier and 
Prince von Radolin, the German ambassador, 
today signed the Franco-German accord 
concerning the Moroccan conference, thus 
definitely terminating the difficult negotia- 
tions. 

The official text of the accord says: 

*“‘ Accord is reached upon a program com- 
prising the organization of the police, the 
regulation and repression of contraband 
arms; financial reforms, consisting principal- 
ly of the organization of a state bank and also 
the best means of collecting duties, and the 
creation of new means of revenue, and also 
the determination of principles destined to 
safeguard the economic liberty of Morocco.” 

The agreement then makes a special reser- 
vation of the frontier region between Algiers 
and Morocco, where the maintenance of po- 
lice will be regulated directly between France 
and the sultan without submigsion to the con- 
ference. The regulation of contraband in 
the same region also remains for France to 
determine with the sultan. 

The accord arouses the keenest satisfaction 
not only on account of Morocco, but chiefly 
because It terminates the suspense of monthe 
which threatened to disturb the peace of 
Buropea 


MEXICANS MENACE AMERICANS. 


Natives of Parral Stone Houses, Pull 
Down Flags, and Insult All For- 
eigners on the Streets. 


El Paso, Tex., Sept. 28.—[ Special. ]—Official 
confirmation has been received from Parral, 
Mexico, of a demonstration there on Sun- 
day against all foreigners, and Americans 
in particular. Houses were stoned, flags 
pulled down, and women ineulted in the 
streets. The entire foreign colony finally 
was compelled to take refuge indoors, while 
the crowds cursed and abused from the 
streets. The police, it is claimed, were un- 
able tao quell the disturbance. American 
Consul James A. Long has taken up the mat- 
ter, being the only foreign official at Parral.

new Anglo-Japanese treaty closely, he be- 
lives the United States pon be prepared 
by means of an efficient navy to protect 
its own interests, Bom aga of alliances 
between friendly powers. 
Admiral ewes aad just finished presiding 
over a meeting of the general board of the 
navy when he wae seen. 


“T have not had an opportunity to study | 


the Anglo-J treaty closely,” ‘said 
the admiral. “Two points I have obsérved 
seem to me to be important. Great Britain 
has been able to withdraw all her battie- 
gs from the far east and concentrate ...em 

n English waters = the Mediterranean. 


ou will see that henceforth the British 

apanese will be able tomaintain a strong 
ana J of the sea from the Mediterranean 
to the northeasetrnmost point of the Pacific. 
We have our base in the Philippines, Of 
course, we don’t want to fight, and our in- 
terests will be respected and we will not 
have to fight if we are ready." 


Bigger Ships and Guns Needed. 
The admiral was asked if any of the later 
reports received regarding’ the naval opera- 
tions of the later war had reveiled any new 
lessons. 
‘As I have repeatedly said, the great les- 


son of the war in the far east is the necessity | 


for bigger ships and big guns. In the battle 
between the fleets of Rojestvensky and Togo 
the damage was done by the big guns. The 


twelve inch guns of the Japanese ships did 


most of the damage, in my opinion. One 
Japanese officer said it was a battle of wire- 
legs telegraphy. By means of his scouts 
Togo knew long before he saw any of the 
Russiangs—when, in fact, they were a hundred 
miles away-—the composition of Rojestven- 
sky’s fleet, the formation of the vessels, and 
the course they were steering. 

“If you are going to fight, as the Russians 
and Japanese did, at a range of three miles, 
anything under a twelve inch gun won't be 
of much use against armor. The eight inch 
gun is not effective. 


Speed Also Is Necessary. 

“It is said in England that I have no 
dwelt upon the importance of speed. Spee 
goes with bigger ships.. With a bigger shi 
than we now have we can install larger en- 
gines. In England, where the navy is s0 
vital, anything that touches the navy is of 
great interest to them. The new Dread- 


aught, of 18,000 tons, which is under con- 


struction as a result of the lessons learned 
during the war, will have a speed of twenty- 
one knots. We ought to have battleships of 
twenty-one knots, too, 

“The splendid way in which the Japanese 
ships were handled may be attributed in part 
to the number of flag officers which were at- 
tached to the fleet. There were a commander 
in ehief, three vice admirals, and ten rear 
admirals. This shows the importance of high 
rafiking and efficient personnel. e@ must 
have more flag officers with our fleef.”’ 

It is the opinion of some statesmen in Wash- 
ington that the United States must enter into 
an alliance or build a larger navy. Naval 
officers generally prefer the latter as more 
in keeping with American tradition and 
cheaper in the end. 


ROCKEFELLER JR. FINED IN ALPS. 


Standard Ofl1 Man's Son Arrested for 
Driving Auto in Tete Noir Pase— 
Gives Dinner to Captors.

GENEVA, Sept. 28.-An automobile, drawn 
by eight horses and twelve men, containing 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., his wife, and two 
friends, the chauffeur, and a gendarme, ar- 
rived at Martigny on Wednesday. 

Mr. Rockefeller left Chamonix for Martigny 
over Tete Noir pass, not knowing that auto- 
mobiles were prohibited in the pass. He was 
arrested at' the village of Chatelard, where 
the gendarme, who made the arrest, refused 
to allow anybody to drive the car. 

Young Mr. Rockefeller entered into the 
joke, and the above strange procession was 
the result. Heavy fines were paid by Mr. 
Rockefeller, who afterwards treated the 
gendarme and the twelve other men to a 
sumptuous dinner.

Army Officers Refused Leave; 
Anxiety Rules All Classes 
Over Crisis. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Sept. 23.—The Hun- 
garian crisia has not improved and leaders 
of all parties show intense anxiety over the 
threatening developments of the next tow 
days. 

The socialists plan to bring 50,000 workmen. 
to Budapest on Oct. 2 for a demonstration 
in favor. of universa’ suffrage. 

To offset this the coalitionists declare they 
will bring. 50,000 of their followers to the city. 
The presence of 80 many thousand bitterly 
hostile men In the city would beyond doubt 
lead to a clash, the results of which Ro men: 
can foreses, 

Commanding. officers of regiments in va- 
rious sections of the country have refused 
leaves of absence to subordinate officers until 
the situation becomes clearer. All sorts of 
rumors are afloat, which have the effect of 
keeping popular sentiment aflame, but the 
best informed persons believe the efforts of 
the conservative element will shortly be felt 
and that a solution of the difficulty will be 
reached without a rupture of the dual realm. 


Urge Emperor to Yield. 

The court at Vienna is reported to be dis- 
tracted by conflicting advice. Many Hun- 
garian politicians of influence bave advised 
the emperor-king to yield on certain points, 
and it is reported tonight that others are 
seeking to secure his majesty’s favor by ad- 
vising the persistence of Francis Joseph in 
his stand. 

The failure of Baron Fejervay’s audience of 
the emperor today to bring about a solution 
of the difficulty is hailed by the members of 
the coalition as favorable to their cause. 

It is understood tonight that the emperor 
has expressed a desire to see Count Albin 
Czaky, president of the upper house of tue 
Hugarian diet, and that the count will be 
given an audience next Saturday. It is known 
that Count Czaky advocates peace with the 
coalition. 

It is also learned from a high authority 
that the position of Count Gouluchowskl, 
the Austrian-Hungarian foreign minister, is 
so shaken that he will resign within a few 
weeks. It is possible his successor will be M. 
de Szogyeny-Marich, present ambassador to 
Germany, and that Count ,Goluchowsk! will 
succeed to the Paris embassy. 


Socialists Make Trouble. 


There have been repeated collisions be- 
tween the socialists and the supporters of 
the coalition, due to the hostility of the 
former because the coalition refuses to ac- 
cept unreservedly the socialist program of 
universal suffrage, favoring only an exten- 
sion of the franchise. 

Further, the socialists declare that: the 
coalition does not represent the great mass 
of the people and that its dealings with the 


crown cannot further the principle of the | 


sovereignty of the people, as it only speaks 
in the name of persons who are voters by 
virtue of being rate payers. 

Demonstrations in favor of the coalition are 
being continually disturbed by the socialists, 
who have decided to prevent them by making 
counter manifestations, This attitude of the 
socialists, it is believed, will lead to further 
disturbances. 

Torchlight processions in honor of Francis 
Kossuth, Count Appony!l, and Baron Banffy 
had been arranged for Oct. 2, but they have 
been prohibited by the police, who feared that 
they would lead to disorders. 

The socialists gathered again tonight, this 
time in front of the Imperial club, but the 
police were more energetic than they were 
last night and dispersed the groups as soon 
as they formed, thus preventing disorder. A 
meeting of students tonight passed off with- 
out incident. 


Coalition Leaders Anxious.

Sullivan’s Great Opportunity. 
The Philadelphia crowd sat as still as if 


turned to stone while Sullivan, who was 
trembling like an aspen leaf, stepped forward

Twenty thousand people, still and motion- 
less, gazed in awful supplication at young 
Mr. Plank, and their lips were moving, and 
now again that ball- came hurling through 
the air. There was a subdued crack like 
a cap pistol. The ball darted toward Mr. 
Plank. It struck his shins, caromed off, 
and rolled toward first. .The pitcher dashed 
after it, while the Chicago runners tore mad- 
ly forward on the base Hines. Plank picked 
up the ball and tossed it to first. The game 
was over and Cicago had lost. 


Put Up a Consistent Fight. 

It was nobody's fault that the Sox lost 
today. Only their misfortune. They fought 
hard. Nobody ever saw a team put up a bet- 
ter or more’ consistent fight than did Comis- 
key’s young men from Chicago. The trouble 
was that the Athletics, aided and abetted 
by the entire city of Philadelphia, irrespective 
of age, sex, and previous condition of servi- 
or fought just as good a battle as we 


That still fails to explain. For both sides 
fighting equally hard and equally well, why 
did victory, after fluttering doubtfully and 
hesitatingly around for awhile, finally de- 
cide to go down and roost on Philadelphia’s 
banner? 

Because principally of Edward Sycamore 
Plank. Edward Sycamore Plank is the young 
man who was just out of college only a few 
years ago. He is the pride and hope of the 
Philadelphia team. He did real well. 


Edward Sycamore Plank. 

All the Philadelphia papers today made use 
of the uncopyrighted phrase that the ** Chi- 
cago team was batting like demons.’ Young 
Mr. Sycamore Plank met our demon batters 
and struck out twelve of them. And it was 
not because the Sox were not batting for all 
that was in them, too. It was simply because 
Mr.. Plank himself was putting up the game 
= his life. Chicago made only three hits off 

mi. 

Mr. Roy Paterson stood on the hill for Chi- 
cago, Mr. Roy Paterson, he did well t’ank 
you, but the Athletics made seven hits off of 
Mr. Roy Patterson, while only one of them 
left his scalp in Mr. Paterson's belt. 


The Fatal Glove. 


Both teams played for their lives, and the 
Sox are more to be pitied than cénsured that 
they -lost. It was partly through an acci- 
dent, all of which concerns a common glove 
left lying on the greensward in left field. If 
it had not been for this glove Callahan would 
have picked.up the ‘grounder which Davis 
sent out into left field more promptly, and 
Hartsel never would have made the third 
and winning run. Callahan would have 
picked up the bail with greater celerity, only 
the ball struck against the glove which Hart- 
sel himself had left lying. there. The ball 
came bounding along the ground, and just 
when it should-have gone leaping into the 
waiting mitt of Callahan it struck the glove 
instead and went rolling off in another di- 
rection. Itwas during these proceedings that 
Mr. Hartsel, head up and tail up and foam- 
ing at the mouth, galloped madly across the 
plate with the winning run. If it hadn't been 
for that glove——.

speech before the Ohlo Bankers’ association 
today, urged a more elastic currency system 
by the authorization of additional bank cir- 
culation, James R, Branch, New York; 
George Guekenburger, Cincinnati; R. W. 
Firstone, Lisbon, O.; and W. A. Graham, 
Sidney, O., spoke. Mr. Shaw said: . 

“ The fact—and I think It is a fact—that the 
United States has the best currency system 
in the world does no imply that the currency 
system of the United Statesis perfect or that 
it cannot be improved. It is as safe as any 
system in the world, because it is established 
on the only safe basis known to man-—the 
gold standard. | 


, Gonvenience of System. 

“It is the most convenient system jin the 
world, because it is constructed on the deci- 
mal or metric system. The system/is not 
perfect largely because it is nonelastic. It 
fails to respond in volume to the changing 
needs of seasons and of localities. Attention 
has been called to this many times and by 
many people. That there will be no further 
currency legislation until we shall have ex- 
perlenced a panic occasioned by this want of 
elasticity I am convinced. 

“We do notmeed and must not have infla- 
tion. The average amount of money is 
abundant. The difficulty lies in the fact that 
the volume remains stationary. 

“Shall the remedy be asset ‘currency? In 
the popular acceptation of that, term, I 
answer, no! Asset currency, as commonly 
understood, would mean inflation, and that 
we must not have, Shall it be emergency 
currency? I answer, not The United States 
originates more commerce than any other 
country on the map, but our chief commercial 
city is not the world’s clearing house, It 
ought to bé, but ft is not. 


More Circulation Needed. 


“Among the many remedies stiggested 
none appealed to me so strongly as the au- 
thorigation of additional national bank cir- 
culation. This method involves fhe right 
of national banks to increase their circula- 
tion in an amount perhaps equal to 50 per 
cent of their outstanding volume of govern- 
ment bond secured circulation, on which the 
bank should pay a tax of 5 or 6 per centduring 
the time it is maintained, and the govern- 
ment, in consideration of this tax, should 
guarantee its redemption.” : 


GORMAN SAYS HE WILL QUIT. 


Stipulates That the Negro Disfranchise- 
ment Amendment Must Be Car- 
ried, However. 


Baltimore, Md., Sept. 28.—[{Special.]—The 
democratic state convention today adopted 
a platform declaring that the only issue in the 
compeign is the restriction of negro suf- 
frage. .

DR. SEAMAN AGAIN ATTACKS 
U. S. ARMY MEDICAL SERVICE. 


Military Surgeon Who Saw War in Far 
East Contrasts Japanese and Ameri- 
can Methods. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 28.—Maj. Louis L. Sea- 
man, M. D., of New 1ork, addressed the con- 
vention of military surgeons of the United 
States today in reply to criticisms of hia 
former statements. He renewed his attacks 
upon the medical service department of the 
United States army. 

Dr. Seaman cited tables of statistics of 
battle records for 200 years showing that 
there has rarely been a conflict in which at 
least four men have not perished of disease 
for one from bullets. He continued: | 

‘** But the crowning piece of imbecility was 
reserved for our late war with Spain, where 
more than ten were needlessly sacrificed to 
ignorance and incompetency for every one 
who died from bullets.” | 

The speaker then showed the actual figures 
of killed, wounded, and sick in the Japanese 
army from February, 1904, to the end of 
April, 1905, which averaged nearly five deaths 
from bullets for one from disease. 

“During the campaign extending over a 
year and a half, with from 300,000 to 600,000 
soldiers undergoing the severest hardships 
and privations of active service, there were 
in the Japanese army thirty-six men out of 
every 100 who never reported at sick call. 

“Until the line and staff officers of the 
American army are taught the necessity of 
sanitation, and the medical officer is given 
rank and authority to enforce it, our medical 
department must remain a humiliating 
failure. Its continuance under present con- 
ditions is no less thanian evidence of national 
imbecility.”’

Filipinos are at the present time unfit for | 


complete self-government. -The opportu- 
nity which these democratic statesmen have 
had of forming a correct estimate of Fili- 
pino intelligence and character should give 
their opinion preponderant weight in demo- 
cratic councils, in congress, and in the na- 
tion. The issue of immediate Philippine 
independence already was almost dead, and 
the Taft mission should finally dispatch it. 

While the question of immediate inde- 
pendence may cease to be agitated there may 
continue to be differences in regard to the 
government of the islands. Secretary Taft 
has tried to give a fair view of the situation 
there. Existing conditions, he admits, are 
not what it is to be wished they were. Bad 
seasons have caused much suffering. Waves 
of ladronism have swept over Cavite, Batan- 
gas, and Samar, and the constabulary has 
not proved effective. Nevertheless, good 
progress has been and is being made. Most 
of the vexatious problems relative to the pos- 
sessions of churches and monasteries have 
been satisfactorily solved, administration is 
steadily growing more ecénomica! and effi- 
cient, and Filipinos are being substituted for 
Americans in public offices as rapidly as can 
be done without impairing the public serv- 
ice. Opinions widely different from Mr. 
Taft's are expressed by Senator Patterson 
of Colorado, who has been a radical! anti- 
expansionist. The gulf between Filipinos 
and Americans, he declares, is widening, 
and he regards the Philippines as a “ smold- 
ering volcano,” 

Because of Secretary Taft’s great know)- 
edge of the Filipinos, of the Philippines, 
and of the plans and methods of the admin. 
istration, the American people will accept 
his opinion regarding what is being accom- 
plished in preference to that of Senator 
Patterson of any other man, But, while 
the Philippines government, in view of its

If, too, it is a question be- 
tween reducing the amount of shrubbery in 
which thugs can hide, or trying to police 
thugs by fencing in an entire park, the latter 
alternative will not appeal to the general 
public. 

Weight must, of course, be given to the 
opinion of the park management that a fence 
would serve administrative ends, but it is 
not impossible for those ends to be over- 
valued in their comparative importance. A 
fence of whatever design jars with the 
spirit of a park, at least according to the 
common Chicago idea. It is a barrier in- 
troduced where the aim is to provoke a 
sense of space and freedom. It is also a 
disfigurement. Is it judicious for Chicago 
to spend $25,000—granting that this amount 
will suffice—for such a doubtful, not to say 
objectionable, “improvement”? If Lin- 
colin park can, unconfined, survive its 
throngs, is this “ protection " requisite for 
the more remote and expansive areas to the 
south?

New York, Sept. 28.—{Spedi, }—Richard 
Olney, who was President Cyelan 
torney general and later seerqry ef sta 
replies to W. J. Bryan’s open Iter to Pres 
ident Roosevelt on the regulati¢ of railroad - 
freight rates. Mr. Olney’s replappears in

Mr. Olney raises the issue of Ste’s rights

“The Supreme court of the United States 
holds that these companies have the unde- 
niable legal right to charge the customer as 
much as the service is reasonably worth, 
and so long as that is the case the/public 
has no cause to complain. In the last analy- 
sis let us say that this right cannot be taken 
from this company and it has asked no 


more.”
